To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Strood  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr#  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

This  report  is  concerned  mainly  with  environmental 
conditions  within  the  Rural  District  and  in  addition  comment 
is  offered  on  the  vital  statistics  of  the  area  as  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  as  well  as  on  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  locally* 

Public  Health  Departments  came  into  being  in  the  last 
century  in  an  effort  to  control  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  community  but  this  commitment  now  seldom  needs 
to  be  exercised. 

The  relative  absence  of  serious  infectious  disease 
in  the  country  as  a  whole  has  tended  to  bring  about  a  diminution 
in  the  response  of  the  public  to  acceptance  of  protective 
inoculations  with  vaccines  of  proven  value.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  however,  that  the  use  of  Measles  vaccine  will  soon 
bring  about  the  disappearance  of  this  disease  in  its  epidemic 
form  and  that  its  use  becomes  as  common  a  procedure  in 
childhood  as  Diphtheria  inoculation  or  Poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

The  notification  of  infectious  disease  was  amended  during 
the  year  with  the  advent  of  the  Public  Health  (infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations  1968#  Tetanus,  Leptospirosis  and 
Infective  Jaundice  were  made  generally  notifiable  for  the  first 
time. 


To  the  end  of  the  year  15  cases  of  Infectious  Jaundice 
were  notified  in  this  district.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate 
was  1,310  greater  than  the  previous  year’s 
figure. 


This  was  80  less  than  the  previous  year’s 
figure , 


The  birth  rate  using  the  comparability 
factor  showed  the  usual  trend  for  the 
birth  rate  in  the  Rural  District  to  be 
in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  which  this  year  was  16*9  per  1000 
population. 


This  figure  was  one  fewer  than  the  previous 
year’s  total. 

As  a  percentage  of  the  total  births  it  gave 
a  figure  of  5*3  which  was  below  that  of  the 
National  average  of  8.5 
No  illegitimate  children  died  during  the 
first  year  of  life. 


The  stillbirth  rate  of  10*2  per  1000  total 
births  compared  favourably  with  the 
National  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of 
14,0, 


The  infant  mortality  rate  was  12,6  per  1000 
live  births  being  well  below  the  national 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  18,3* 
Included  in  the  total  deaths  of  infants 
under  1  year  were  9  who  died  within  the 
first  month  of  life.

This  figure  comb  lines  the  stillbirths  with 
the  neonatal  deaths  during  the  first  week 
of  life  and  is  indicative  of  the  hazard 
of  childbirth*  The  rate  is  calculated  on 
the  total  births 9  live  and  still 9  and  gave 
a  figure  of  17*0  being  well  below  the 
National  figure  of  24*6. 


The  corrected  death  rate  was  9*7  per  1000 
population  whereas  the  National  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11*9  per  1000  population* 
The  main  causes  of  death  followed  the  usual 
pattern*

The  total  number  remaining  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  was 
129  being  15  less  than  the  total  at  the 
same  time  on  the  previous  year. 

No  deaths  were  reported  during  the  year  as 
a  direct  result  of  this  disease  but  two 
deaths  from  other  causes  were  notified  from 
persons  on  the  register. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
reported  on  19  houses  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  in  due  course  7  of  these 
were  dealt  with  under  Section  16  of  the  1957 
Housing  Act*  the  remaining  comprised  one 
clearance  area  of  12  properties.  As  reported 
in  previous  annual  reports  the  problem 
presented  by  properties  unfit  for  human 
habitation  is  now  only  a  minor  one  in  this 
district. 


The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the 
area  of  the  Council  has  reached  12 * 920* 

About  one  fifth*  i*e*  2*355 > drain  to  cesspools 
while  10*565  are  connected  to  the  foul  sewer. 
The  Council  can  rightly  be  proud  that  this 
high  proportion  of  dwellings  in  their  area 
enjoy  main  drainage  but  have  schemes  in  hand 
to  further  improve  the  situation. 

A  further  reduction  in  houses  served  only 
by  pail  closets  and  privies  became  possible 
and  the  total  stands  at  112  and  5  respectively* 
The  position  in  relation  to  mains  water  supply 
for  domestic  use  continues  to  show  improvement

Advice  and  help  has  been  given ,  where  required,  regarding 
purification  of  the  water* 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  district  from  the 
rear  of  premises  by  means  of  the  paper  sack  method* 

After  collection  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  situated  within  the  boundary  of  the 
City  of  Rochester,  and  the  tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat 
infestation  and  insecticides  are  applied  during  the  summer  period 
to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies  and  other  insects * 


Cesspool  and  pail  closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public  sewer 
is  provided  cesspools  are  emptied,  upon  request,  free  of  charge 
up  to  a  maximum  of  four  times  per  year*  In  the  case  of  shared 
cesspools  (2  or  more  houses  connected  to  one  cesspool),  four 
emptyings  per  house  are  allowed* 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Hoo  St* 
Werburgh,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Allhallows  and  twice  per  week  in  the 
Parish  of  Stoke* 

A  total  of  112  houses  have  pail  closets  and  5  have  privies*

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


Domestic  help  service  may  he  provided  in  households  where 
it  is  needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying**in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age,  but  only  where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person 
in  the  household  capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary  household  duties.

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NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are 
bedridden  or  housebound  and  have  no-one  to  assist  them  to  prepare 
for  the  night  and  includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot 
drink  and  attention  to  fires.  Night  service  is  provided,  for 
no  longer  than  three  weeks,  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances, 
for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and 
need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided 
for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 


After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this 
service  is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their 
own  homes  for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances* 
Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children 
is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months* 

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents1  consent,  in 
households  where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of 
the  family  are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society 
in  which  they  live.  The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are 
to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare 
of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their 
break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a  period  of  three  months  is  given 
and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-up  service  for  nine  months.  In 
families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the 
continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of  three  months 
may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age. 

HEALTH  VISITORS 


These  officers  are  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice 
as  to  the  care  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  from  illness  and 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  certain  infectious  diseases.
